REPORT OF SALAS’ SUICIDE 
CONFIRMED BY GOVERNMENT 


Mexico City, March 25.—General Jose 
who left the war min- 
active charge the 
campaign against Orozco, committed 
today at Bermejillo by shoot- 
ing himself through the head while, 
with a part of his army, he was 
treating to Torreon, after a reverse 
yesterday at Corralitos. 20 miles south 
of Jiminez. General Victoriano Huer- 
ta, formerly in command of federal 
forces in Morelos, has been named ta 
succeed him. The latter left here to- 
night with 2,000 men. 

Government officials did 
the federal reverse at Corralitos as a 
serious defeat and reports '§ indicate 
that the federals are preparing to en- 
gage the rebels at Jiminez. 

The suicide of General Salas was at- 
tributed to chagrin over the failure of 
his first engagement. While minister 
of war he had been subjected to vicious 
attacks by a hostile press and his re- 
tirement from the eabinet to take com- 
mand of the campaign was an effort 
to rehabilitate himself in possible 
favor. 

General Blanquet was shot in the 
leg during Saturday's engagement, and 
Major Nicolas Martinez, chief of staff. 
was killed. 

Unofficial reports state that fifty. 
minor officers and many privates have 
been captured by Orozco’s men. This 
was denied by government officials. 
The latter regarded the situation as 
far from hopeless tonight. 

Tonight, according to advices re- 
ceived here, Trucy Aubert is in the 
rear of the rebel position, while Gen- 
eral Tellez is on their flank, and it is 
the plan of the federals to deliver a 
crushing blow to the rebels at or near 
Jiminez within a few days.

Decision of Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in Re- 
gard to Rates.

Washington, March 25.—Resort to 
the courts probably will be made im- 
mediately for wg review of the compre- 
hensive decision of the interstate 
commerce commission, announced yeé#- 
terday in the ‘Texas-Loulsiana rate 
case. The commission laid down the} 
broad doctrine in this decision that 
interstate railroads which put into 
force low state rates must adopt 
equally low tInterstate rates for traf- 
fic moving under similar conditions, 

It is generally believed that the case 
will ultimately be taken to the su- 
preme court of the United States for 
a final adjudication on the possession 
of power claimed by the commission. 

Probably the most bitter court fight 
will be over the section of the opinion 
which gave a new’ interpretation as 
to what is “undue diacrimination” un- 
der the interstate commerce law. The 
commission held that the prehibition 
against undue discrimination in favor 
of one locality applies not only as to 
the two interstate hauls, but. also as 
to two hauls, one of which may be in- 
terstate and the other intrastate. It 
was in this connection that the com- 
mission said that the fact that the car- 
riers’ rates in the latter case are 
established by a state commission does 
not relieve the carrier of the para- 
mount duty which rests upon it Irre- 
spective of its obligation to the state, 
to so adjust its rates that as to in- 
‘terstate traffic justice willbe done be- 
tween communities regardless of state 
lines, 

Attention was directed today to the 
of the opinion dealing with 
the attitude of the railroads towards 
the low state rates, adopted by order 
of the Texas commission. 

On this subject the interstate com- 
merce commission said, “that they ap- 
pealed to no court for relief, nor to 
this commission.’”” By some this has 
been taken as a clear intimation by 
the commission that it possesses the 
power to pass on the reasonableness 
interstate railroads, 

Attitude of Texas Commission. 

Austin, Texas, March 25.—The Texas 
railroad commission has no quarrel 
with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion and anticipates none, but holds 
that it is within the province of the 
stafe commission to say what are fair 
intrastate rates, while likewise it is 
Within the jurisdiction of the inter- 
state commerce commission to regu- 
late interstate rates, Commissioner 
Williams, of the state board, issued a
